Home Productions- -Tar, Turpentine, 
' _ Caniphene, 

There is a very general impression abroad 
that our illimitable, pino forests can only be 
turned to account by using them for iuel, or 
by sawing them up into lumber, or cutting 
them, down for spurs. and shipbuilding pur- 
poses. There can be no question that in 
such ways our forests may employ more in- 
telligent labor and capital ; may tend more 
to build up a. foreign bade and add taour ton- 
nage than in any other way. .It is matter 
for regret that we have not more Stamps to 
invest each their S 100,000 in erecting their 
establishments to manufacture and export 
their lumber Yet— notwithstanding, our 
lamentable dependence on l'ugot Sound 
for lumber, and the lack of lumbering enter- 
prise in the colony — ilierL is a. wi.de. field for 
enterprise in both colonies by making our 
nine forests productive with comparatively n 
small, amount of labor and capital. In 
turning over the imports of this port for the 
last two years, there is one item, the product 
of tho pine, that, for a. sparsely populated 
country like ours, is consumed, in large 
^quantities for light— we mean caniphene. 
The article now amounts to a necessity, and 
can only be superseded by gas itself. In 
order to give an idea of the amount imported 
■we have compiled the following table :

in immense quantities. \Ve may not only 
supply it for tho uses of the painter, and for 
redistillation into caniphene- for homo con- 
sumption; but it may be turned to a prac- 
tical account as tin expert, If we could 
supply ^ iU1 Francisco with the distilled tur- 
pentine as cheap or cheaper than she could 
'imno»t it f r01 " the. Atlantic States, we might 
have a certain market at our very doors 
without the fear of a successful competitor 
on the coast. The labor of boxing and clip- 
ping the trees, and collecting it in barrels 
for the distillery could be dune entirely by 
Indians, under white overseers. On the 
West Coast, the north end of this Island, 
and along the North West Coast, tho In- 
dians are most numerous, and may be used 
most advantageously. 

Besides turpentine, there is also vegetable 
tar, pitch, and rosin produce from tho pine. 
Tar is produced chiefly by burning the 
pieces of dead pine wood, in which the 
turpentine has been collected. It is burned 
under slow combustion, like charcoal is 
made, the wood-pile being covered with 
earth, the firo lighted at the top, and 
the lar falls into a conductor which conveys 
it away to be barreled. From the tar, pitch 
is made, and in tho distillation of the raw 
turpentine or pure sap, the residue is the 
rosin of commerce. So far as home con- 
sumption is concerned, neither tar, pitch, or 
rosin, would amount to a very great deal; 
but as an export to San Francisco and 
South America, ami for the whole fleet of 
the Sandwich Islands, and for the commerce 
of countries on the Pacific, it would serve us 
as a very considerable item in tho export 
trade.

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Later from the San Juan River Gold 
Mines. 

Wo wero waited on yesterday by Charles 
H; Brown and Franklin Bureh, two miners 
who nrrivad iti a canoe the clay before from 
the newly-discovered gold mines on San 
Juan river, near Cape Flattery. They were 
gene from this city eight day*, and ascended 
the river seven miles, where meeting some 
miners descending the river, they turned 
back, on learning that the water was too 
high to permit of successful operations -at 
present. One man with whom they con- 
versed had been up the river some 30 or 40 
miles, and had came upon a deserted miner's 
-cabin on the edge of the stream. Some 
Indians who were with him said that this 
•cabin had been occupied by a negro, who 
worked there all last summer with a rocker 
and made from So to S4 per day. He had 
left his claim ii) the fall and they had not 
seen him since. The man said he encoun- 
tered no snow or ice ; obtained a gaud color 
wherever he prospected, but did not see 
anything to induce him to stop there and so 
returned. Our informants describe the 
country as fairly alive with game of every 
description. High gravelly flats or benches 
extend back for several miles to the foot of 
the mountains. 

Tne Indians at San Juan harbor are called 
Fatchinas. They say that gold has been 
found from timo to time there for many 
years past on all the creeks. They mention 
two instances last summer when two nug- 
gets, weighing from four to six dollars each, 
were found in the creek and sold to a trader 
named Cooper. 

The bars on the San Juan aro extensive, 
and of a hard, gravelly nature. In many 
places high sand bunks are seen. The 
whole stream presents very much the ap- 
pearance of Rock Creek. Owing to the 
fallen timber (found on every creek so far 
discovered on this island), it is impossible 
to ascend by means of canoes ; and the 
prospectors were compelled to walk along 
the river-banks. The river is winding in its 
course; has a smooth, gravelly bottom; is 
from five to ten rods wide : in some places 
runs swiftly, and occasionally is from thirty 
to forty feet deep. 

There are many fine sites for saw-mills 
along the banks ol the river. The trees are 
much larger than any met with on the 
Sound. One cedar measured nine feet 
through. Rich land, suitable for farms, is 
also plentiful high up the river; but there 
.is none found near the mouth. 

Finding their stock of provisions running 
low, and learning from the Indians that two 
months must elapse before the snow would 
melt in the mountains, thus enabling them 
to prospect the country thoroughly, our 
informants concluded to return. On their 
way back they picked up two pieces of gold 
weighing respectively live ami tea cents 
each. The live-cent piece was shown us 
yesterday. It has a dull, yellowish appear- 
ance, and is shaped like a melon-seed. It 
was picked up at the mouth of a small 
creek nine miles this side of San Juan, 
and was found lying on the bed-rock. 
A pari\' of four, who were on their way 
back to town with our informants, became 
encouraged by this 11 find," and after a short 
search discovered several other coarse pieces 
on the bed-rock. They then concluded to 
ascend the creek and give it a thorough prob- 
pecting before their return. Their stock of 
provisions being light, they are expected 
tiere in a few days, and. if possible, we shall 
lay the result of their explorations before 
our readers. There is no doubt but gold 

exists on all the creeks in lhat neighbor- 
hood; but whether In payable quantities la 
a question that nothing but thorough pros- 
pecting willdecide. We hope they will be 
fully explored during the coming season, 
and the yellow too, it really ill the earth, put 
in circulation,

The Mails. — Cnpt. Fleming, of the 
steamer Eliza Anderson, yesterday brought 
the Overland Mail to this place, but on his 
departure declined carrying a small mail to 
tho Sound. This refusal was based on tho 
grounds that ho has carried our mails for 
months past without remuneration, and that 
tho Government has declined to grant his 
vessel a subsidy of $250 pot- month for n 
continuance — offering, instead, tho sum of 
§150. "VVe do not considor the sum asked 
by Capt. Fleming exorbitant, when wo tako 
into consideration tho many services bo has 
rendered us without fee or reward, and hope 
that no reasonable elTort will be spared by 
our Government to raiso tho required 
amount. If, however, it is found that our 
small revenue will not permit of tho outlay, 
we shall have to content ourselves with em- 
ploying Bail-vessels to perform the service 
ill future. The Schooner Sarah Newton 
was dispatched to Port Townsend with the 
rejected mail-bags yesterday afternoon. 

Tin: '■ Lizzik Roberts" Case.— Benj. 
Ure, master of the schooner Lizzie Roberts, 
the vessel seized day before yesterday by 
Superintendent Smith, on suspicion of being 
engaged in smuggling, was yesterdny dis- 
charged from custody by the Police ningis-i 
trale. The vessel is field, however, and 
proceedings against her will probably be 
commenced before a Court of Admiralty. 

Arrival of the " Caledonia." — This 
steamer arrived from New Westminster yes- 
terday morning. She brought a few pas- 
sengers, and SM000 in gold dust. The nowa 
is unimportant. 



The Sound, Malta. 
Editor British Colonist. — Thesteamor 
Eliza Anderson has been in the habit of 
conveying the Sound Mails and the Over- 
land Mails (since the establishment of this 
service) weekly, between this place and 
Port Townsend, a short distance not pro- 
vided tor in the international postal arrange- 
ments between Great Britain and the United 
Slates. 

For this she has hitherto received no re- 
muneration, and several weeks ago tho Cap- 
tain and principal owner demanded of this 
Government the sum of $500 per month for 
continuing to carry the mails. This sum 
was subsequently reduced to S250. 

The demand was considered exorbitannt, 
and an oiler of S15U (quite equivalent to the 
very small trouble ol bringing over one, or 
at the most, two small bags, trom the Post 
office at Pert Townsend) was tendered and 
refused by Captain Fleming, who has ex- 
pressed his ultimatum to be $250. 

This morning the usual bag, containing a 
few papers and letters for the Sound only, 
and ol infinitely more importance to the 
residents there than the inhabitants of this 
place, was sent as usual on board the Eliza 
Anderson arid was returned to tho Post 
office with a refusal to take it. 

There is no doubt, Mr. Editor, that the 
" laborer is worthy oHiis hire" and that all 
persons engaged in commercial transactions 
havo a perfect right to, a fair and equitable 
adjustment of their claims; but there is such 
a thing also as " trading on necessity," arid 
by an uncouiteous act pulling a whole com- 
inunity to the greatest inconvenience ; 
whereas in a very short period a satisfac- 
tory arrangement might, no doubt, have 
been made between both parlies. 

The mail was subsequently dispatched 
by a sailing vessel. 

With this plain statement of facts. I beg 
leave lo lay tho matter before the public ol

Items from British Columbia. 
Editor British Coioxjst : — Having 
taken a turn through the lower part of Brit- 
ish Columbia, it may please you to havo a| 
short account of its progress from ono who; 
has been over the ground before. 

I left here on the 15th March, ami arrived 
same day at New Westminster, which 1 1 
could not help noticing had gone ahead 
greatly since my last visit, Where I hui 
only seen dense forests anil almost impene- 
trable thickets, now neat villas alongside 
of well made roads are starting up ; while 
by the river side 1 noticed i» good, substan- 
tial wharf and brick warehouse are being, 
erected by our townsman, Mr. Thru. Harris. ] 
Proceeding to Douglas by one of thoso neat 
little steamers now plying on the inland! 
waters, I was much pleased by Iho im- 
provements visible there, and llianne by the 
Douglas trail to the 'JH-inile house. This 
road 1 found ill very good order, lor which, 
people in that quarter informed me, (lover-, 
nor Douglas' special grant in its behalf has 
to be thanked } and horn iis condition the 
money seems to have been judiniously ex- 
pended. Noxl morning I stalled in a small 
boat up tho lake and took tlyi steamer on the 
Lillooet Lake to Port Poinberlon. It Is here 
that the new line of road is to start from, 
passing through a country heavily timbered, 
and my impression, from llie general run ol 
Hui i nlry, is, that some pretty heavy cut- 
ting and bridging will havo to bo done by 
the lucky (or unlucky ?) parties who get Ihe 
contract. When finished, however, it will, 
if properly made, bo a much belter mad than 
the " lirst Portage." 

I passed ii. any miners on their way by 
Ibis rOUte to Cariboo; and vvlicm the roads 
am made (as this is by far the shortcut and 
b . way to Ihe upper country), the number 

wil bo much Increased,

January the 22d, relates the following do 
plorable disaster : 

Captain Barton] of the Zouave, P. Y. S., 
waa among the- passengers on board the 
Emerald, which loft Cowes on Saturday, 
lie entered into conversation with a gentle- 
man standing at tho time amidships, near 
the engiues, the skylight covering of which 
was about half open. Turning sound some- 
what hastily ho SWggefed and fell, falling 
partially on the engine through the open 
nortiou of the skylight raised for ventilation. 
The crank in working over caught Captain 
Barton, nnd dragged him through the fra- 
ming on to the cylinder cover. This was 
the work of an instant, and the machinery 
revolving onea, literally tore his body to 
pieces.. 'His intestines, were dragged out by 
the crank, his heart was separated from his 
liody, his head was smashed, and both his 
thigh's were broken. The lower portions of 
his" parson was unhurt. Death was, of 
course, instantaneous. Sj quickly was the 
machinery stopped that only half a turn 
was taken after Captain Barton foil through. 
The machinery presented a fearful spectacle, 
being thick with blood and torn flesh ; the 
blood of Cap*. Barton actually boiled on the 
cylinder. The remains were eventually 
gathered together und sewed up in a blan- 
ket. 

Horrible Act of Barbarity.— Another 
of those acts of barbarism which, occasional)- 
disgrace the South and shock every sense of 
humanity,wa8 perpetrated in Harris county, 
Georgia. A negro man named George, 
owned by Abel Nelson, Sr., was suspected 
of having committed a gross personal out- 
rage upon the wife of Isaac N. Middlebrook 
and upon that suspicion was arrested and 
lodged in jail. A night or two afterwards 
an infuriated mob cvereoming the opposi- 
tion ol the Sheriff broke inlo the prison, 
seized the negro, and conveying him to the 
outskirts of the lown, there chained him to 
a tree, anil despite his earnest protestations 
of innocence, burnt him lo death. Can re- 
flecting Southern men justly complain of the 
bitter hostility of the North to their " insti- 
tutions," when acts so revolting to civiliza- 
tion are its not dnfrequenl indi dants ?
